BUILDING STATISTICS — TASMANIA, JUNE 


The Deputy Commonwealth Statistician (Mr. J. C. Stephen) has made 
available the following particulars of Building Statistics for the quarter ended 
30th June 1956, together with comparative data for preceding quarterly end annual 
periods. 


& statement of definitions of terms used will be found on page 9. 


\MPLETED: During the quarter ended 30th June, 1956, 723 new houses were 
completed compared with 704 in March quarter, 1956 and 715 in 


1955+ 

Completions in June quarter in preceding years were: 1953 ~ 7183 
954 —- 7993 and 1955 —- 626. The 723 houses completed during June quarter, 1956 comprised 
146 brick, concrete etc., 66 brick, concrete, etc., veneers, 469 wood, 12 prefabricated 
ood and 30 fibro-cement. 
The number of new houses commenced during June quarter, 1956, 
was 664, an inereese of 72 compared with March quarter, 1956. 


The number of new houses under construction at 30th 
June, 1956, was 2,305, a decrease of 59 compared 
with the 31st March, 1956 figure of 2,364. Corresponding figures as at the 30th June, 
in previous'years are as follows: 1953 = 2,1143 1954 = 2,1495; 1955 = 2,536. 

The houses under construction at the 30th June, 1956 comprised: solid 
brick, concrete, etc. 568 (24.6%); brick, concrete, etc. veneers 249 (10.8%); wood 1,375 
(597%); prefabricatcd wood, 123 (0.5%); and fibro~cement, 101 (4.4%).

5. VALUE OF ALL BUILDINGS: The value of e211 buildings, including houses, completed in 
Tasmania during June quarter, 1956, was £2,933,000 a decrease 
of £602,000 compared with March quarter, 1956, and an increase of £207,000 compared with 
June quarter, 1955. New houses valucd at £1,994,000 comprised 68.0 per cent of the total 
alue of completions. 


The value of new buildings commenced during June quarter, 1956 
£2,495,000 a decrease of £150,000 compared with March quartcr, 1956, and £47,000 less than 
June quarter, 1955.

6. VALUE OF WORK DONE ON NEW BUILDINGS: The value of work done on new buildings during 
June quarter, 1956, was £2,862,000 compared with 


£2,631,000 in March quarter, 1956, and £2,381,000 in June quarter, 1955. Of the June 
quarter 1956 total, £1,909,000 or 66.7% represented work done in respect of houses. 
Hobart and Suburbs accounted for £1,157,000 or 40.4% of the total velue, Launceston and 
Suburbs for £571,000 or 19.9% and the rest of the State for £1,134,000 or 39. 1% 
7. PERSONS WORKING ON NEV BUILDINGS: (See note 5 on page 9). There were 5,370 persons 
including 1,488 working principals engaged on the 

constructicn of new buildings at 30th June, 1956. Of thesc, 2,622 were carpenters by trade, 
383° bricklayers and 949 builders! labourers. 

Of the 5,370 eee engaged at 30th June, 1956, 4,031 were working 
on private contract jobs, 750 on-ovmcr=built jobs end 589 on Government Day labour projects. 


The returns indicated that 3,041 were working on new houses, 1,283 on other new buildings, 
347 on alterations and additions to houscs, 422 on alterations and edditions to other 
buildines and 277 on repair and maintenance work.

1. Owner - Builder: For the purpose of this Bulletin, an owner—builder is ea person who is 


actually building his own house or is having his house built under his own direction with- 
out the services of a Contractor who is responsible for the whole job. 


2. Comnenced: A building is regardéd as having been commenced when work on the 
foundation has bezun. Ovwinz to the difficulty of defining the exact point that this 
represents in buildin; operations, it is probable that interpretations placed upon it by 
informents are not cntirely uniform. 


3... Completed: A buildinz is regarded as having been completec when the builder hes 
fulfilled the terms of the contract. «As with commencemcnts, the interpretations placed upon 
this definition may vary. 


4. Uncer Construction: 4 building remaining uncompleted at the end of a period is regerdecd 
as being under construction regardless of whether construction was activel roceeding on 
~ ~~ e 
that particular date. 


5- - Enployment: The figures of. cmployment relates to persons actually workiny on new 
builcings on 2 specificd day. They include working principels, employees, mcn working es, 
or for, sub-contractors and men temporarily laid off on account of weather. In addition, 
they include some employces engaged on alterations, additions, renovations or rcpairs to 
buildings when these jobs are uncerteken by a contractor who builds new buildings. The 
Pigures include estimatcs for persons workin: on owner—built houses.
